EQC, co u n cilmen ag ain fo cu s o n in d u strial exp an sio n issu e

Four city councilmen, one of them a 
member of the Economic Development 
Board (EDB), attended the Environmen­ 
tal Quality Commission (EQC) meeting 
Monday night. 
What followed was 
another in a long line of animated discus­ 
sions on the pros and cons of bringing ad­ 
ditional Industries to Sedalia, and their 
effect on the environment. 
Third Ward Democrat Carl Franklin, a 
member of the EDB; 
First Ward 
Democrat Gary Dey, Fourth Ward 
Democrat Ray Hendricks and Third 
Ward Democrat Russell Bellamy at­ 
tended the meeting. Not in attendance 


was James Hamm, Sedalia’s economic 
development director and member of 
the EQC, who was out of town. 
The meeting began with a film by the 
American Lung Association on at­ 
mospheric quality, which led to a discus­ 
sion of the dangers of combined chemical 
emissions into the air from industries 
which could locate in Sedalia. 


“ Depending on what industries we get 
we’ll be depositing different chemicals in 
the air. Sometimes you can get some 
pretty lethal combinations,’’ said Mrs. 
Judy Berenyi, chairman of the EQC. 


“ EPA 
(Environmental Protection 
Agency) and DNR (Department of 
Natural Resources) have to accept cer­ 


tain amounts of pollution but we (the ci­ 
ty) don’t have to. We can be choosy. The 
city can set its own standards,’’ Mrs. 
Berenyi said. 


“ The power is in your (the council’s) 
hands as to what is going to be coming in­ 
to this town in the next few years,’’ she 
added. 


“ No one (in EQC) has ever said we 
don’t want any industry under any cir­ 
cumstances,’’ said George Berenyi, a 
member of EQC. “ We want specific and 
conscious consideration of industries 
that want to come to Sedalia. If a com­ 
pany is going to create an overwhelming­ 
ly unfavorable impact on Sedalia’s en­ 


vironment, that company should be re­ 
jected,’’ he said. 
Franklin stated he believed a 
misconception existed between the two 
groups. 
“ No one on the board (EDB) believes 
that EQC people do not want any in­ 
dustry or that any of us (the EDB) want 
to bring polluting industries to town. 
Those are two extremes that we got off 
on that’s wrong,’’ Franklin said. 
“ I sit in on these meetings (EDB) and^ 
they are concerned. There’s no reason 
the two can’t work together,’’ Franklin 
added. 


A situation to be avoided, according to 
the EQC, is a combination of en­ 


vironmental problems at the Industrial 
Park. 
“ You have to consider a combination 
of things,’’ said Mrs. Berenyi, posing a 
hypothetical situation where one in­ 
dustry affects the north waste water 
treatment plant and another industry 
pollutes the air. “ This is what ED B has to 
consider,’’ she said. 
Franklin agreed. “ Now you’re making 
a point. We (the city) are in a position 
now where we can be more picky, 
.choosier than in the past on pay wages 
and the impact on the community,” 
Franklin said, referring to increased 
employment rates in Sedalia. 


The overloading of the south waste 


water treatment plant was cited as an ex­ 
ample of the kinds of problems that can 
arise. Careful forethought has to be given 
to the industries locating in the Industrial 
Park and the load they will place on 
Sedalia’s services, according to the EQC, 
“ When Sedalia almost got fined, then 
they did something about it," Mrs. 
Berenyi said, referring to the metal 
emission standards of Rival Manufactur­ 
ing Co, which discharges into the city’s 
south plant. Rival, facing a July 1 state 
deadline to comply with emission stand­ 
ards, is currently operating within state 
guidelines.

JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. (AP) - Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale signed 15 bills into law 
today. One allows any city, regardless of 
size, to enact a city sales tax and another 
makes it unlawful to copy records or 
tapes without the owner’s consent. 
The governor also signed a measure 
which allows the state to care for 
homeless and dependent children in all 
counties. A bill requiring that all propos­ 
ed constitutional amendments, initiative 
or referendum proposals include a fiscal 
note as part of the ballot was also signed 
into law. 
Teasdale approved a bill which ex­ 
empts certain teachers from completing 
a two-hour course in psychology and 
education of the exceptional child. 


Under the city sales tax bill, any city 
under 500 population could enact a city 
sales tax of one-half or one cent in addi­ 
tion to the state sales tax of three cents 
Previously, only cities of more than 500 
population could enact such a tax. The 
tax would have to approved by the 
voters. 


Persons making and selling copies of 
phonograph records, tape recordings or 
films without the owner's consent would 
be guilty of a felony under the “ bootleg 
tape” bill. It would be a misdemeanor to 
advertise such copies knowing they were 
made without permission of the owner. 
All recordings will be required to show 


clearly the name of the manufacturer 
and the artist on the label. 
The homeless child bill allows the state 
Divison of Family Service to care for 
homeless or dependent children in all 
counties, not just those in second, third or 
fourth class counties. Care includes 
room, board, clothing, medical and den­ 
tal care, social services and incidentals. 
The measure is expected to cost the state 
about $2 million in the first full year it is 
in operation. 
The bill requiring a fiscal note on each 
proposed constitutional amendment, in­ 
itiative or referendum is designed to in­ 
form voters how much the proposal 
would cost the state if enacted. 
Teasdale also signed measures revis­ 
ing the retirement benfit formula for 
nonteachers in a school system; revising 
regulation and licensing of funeral direc­ 
tors; and bringing the Missouri Employ­ 
ment Security Law into compliance with 
federal law. 
Teasdale also announced that he was 
vetoing two bills. One of the measures 
would have exempted the pay of national 
guard members from wages when 
determining unemployment benfits. 


A measure designed to raise the 
minimum salary for probation' and 
parole officers was also vetoed by the 
governor. Under the bill, the officers 
would receive a salary increase from 
S9,0(X) a year to $10,5(X) a year.

“ We feel it has been a tremendous 
success,” said Mrs. Vit of the im­ 
promptu drive, which got underway 
after the school board last month 
voted to restructure the local school 
system by abandoning the storm- 
damaged Mark Twain building and 
converting the Junior High School to 
a middle school by adding on 15 
more classrooms to house sixth 
grade students.

In a six-page letter addressed to U>S. 
Atiy. Gen Griffin Bell, the regional 
director of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development and a host of 
other state and federal officials, the Rev. 
Marvin Albright, director of the Sedalia 
Housing Authority, criticized HUD in­ 
vestigation findings Friday, which are 
critical of his administration, as being 
one-sided. 
He also charged that he personally was 
the victim of discrimination by virtue of 
being white 
In the letter, Mr. Albright said HUD’s 
Fair Housing and Equal Opportunity Of­ 
fice officials in Sedalia last week did 
‘‘precisely’’ what they "accused the 
Housing .Authority of doing, namely, bas­ 
ing decisions and opinions on hearsay, 
rather than objective facts.” 


The three Housing Authority members 
present at Monday’s meeting. Chairman 
Clyde Robinson, Marvin Welch and Mrs. 
Ramonia Otten, agreed with the content 
and conclusions in Mr. Albright’s letter 
and passed a motion to that effect. 
Walter Cade, director of the Kansas Ci­ 
ty, Kan., Fair Housing and Equal Op­ 
portunity office, said Friday the in­ 
vestigation found discrimination in the 
Housing Authority’s administration of 
the Anthony Buckner Apartments, which 
the authority governs. 
At Friday’s meeting. Cade said: 
- Some persons are not paying enough 
rent, $60 to $70 too low in some cases. 
— Accounts receivable are “ very, verv 
high.” 
- In reference to people being turned 
down for housing at Anthony Buckner, 
there are too many allusions to poor per­ 
sonal references, 
— Some 17- and 18-year-old girls were 


told they were too young for public hous­ 
ing, and that is contrary to HUD regula­ 
tions 
- There were authority meetings 
where members discussed "who is 
shacking up with who,” and that is also 
not HUD policy and must be stopped. 
— No one can be rejected for public 
housing unless there are legitimate HUD 
regulations to prevent it, and deciding to 
reject someone because of what Mr. 
Albright or a board member hears about 
them in the community is discriminatory 
and likewise should be stopped. 
Mr. Albright had an opportunity to 
answer those allegations Friday but 
declined, saying then that another HUD 
investigation is being conducted and he 
would let that investigation “ speak for 
itself.” However, he did say Friday that 
many of the allegations were not true, 
but he did not elaborate 
The other investigation Mr. Albright

T ax relief b ill to g o vern o r 


JEFFERSO N CITY. Mo. (AP) - An 
additional tax reduction for the low- 
income elderly, estimated at $3.6 million, 
was approved by 
the 
Missouri 
Legislature today and sent to Gov. 
Joseph P. Teasdale. 
The 
p r o p o s a l , 
w h i c h w a s 
overwhelmingly approved by the House 
Monday, was endorsed 31-0 today by the 
Senate 
0 
Under the proposal, persons over 65 
and earning less than $2,400 would 
receive an income tax credit or rebate 
equal to all their property taxes or 20 per 
cent of their rent. There is a $500 limit. 
The proposal increases the “ circuit 
breaker” tax reduction for individuals 
with incomes up to $6,200. 
It is the second liberalization of the cir­ 
cuit breaker tax relief program since it 
was approved by voters in 1972. 
Clearing the legislature Monday and 


going to Gov. Joseph Teasdale was a pro­ 
posed sales tax exemption for the steel 
platforms supporting air and water 
pollution control devices and a plan to 
allow municipalities and counties to 
issue revenue bonds without a public 
vote. 
The House sent 
a Senate-passed 
measure to the governor expanding the 
Medicaid program to include coverage of 
eyeglasses, dentures, hearing aids and 
wheelchairs. That proposal, expected to 
cost the state an estimated $7.5 million in 
state and federal funds, will go into effect 
next January. 


The increased circuit-breaker benefits 
are expected to permit more elderly to 
benelft, at a cost of an additional $3 6 
million a year. Last year the program 
cost about $7 million and benefited about 
55,000. 
To be eligible for the circuit breaker, a 


person must be 65 and have an income of 
no more than $7,500, although the bill 
leaves the benefit unchanged for persons 
with incomes over $6,200. 
"This is designed to counter higher 
housing costs and increased property 
taxes and rents,” said Rep Steve Gard­ 
ner, D-Ballwin. who handled the bill in 
the House. 


Under the revenue bonding revision, 
municipalities or counties would be able 
to set up development corporations that 
could then issue revenue bonds without 
the constitutional requirement for a 
public vote. 


The bill is seen as a means of 
circumventing the vote requirement Ef­ 
forts to amend the constitution to 
eliminate that requirement failed last 
summer but an identical measure will be 
put to voters again next year 


referred to is a review of the manage­ 
ment and occupancy of public housing 
here, which is required by HUD each 
year 
The charges made by Cade Friday are 
an outgrowth of complaints Cade said he 
had received for several months in addi­ 
tion to other charges made against Mr. 
Albright and the Housing Authority 
board at a May 3 Partners for Progress 
meeting Partners for Progress is a local 
primarily black organization. 
In the letter, Mr Albright said of the 
May 3 meeting, "Many charges were 
levelled, some quite serious and from our 
perspective none of which contained the 
truth” 
Mr Albright's letter continued, " I ’ve 
mentioned this meeting because it ap­ 
peared to be the basis of allegations 
stated publicly and in the presence of the 
news media by Mr. Cade” at Friday’s 
meeting

Mr, .Albright contended in the letter 
that Cade’s charges should not have been 
made public 
without having been 
discussed with him first. 
Conceding that the authority had 
received five complaints of discrimina­ 
tion'since the first of the year, Mr. 
Albright said this was largely due to the 
authority’s “ more stem approach” in 
evicting tenants for destruction of pro­ 
perty and nonpayment of rent. He also 
said screening procedures had been 
tightened as to those admitted to public 
housing 


Mr, Albright criticized the federal in­ 
vestigators for not hearing both sides in 
looking into complaints, asking, "since 
when are complaints, accusations and 
charges self-proving’’” 
Near the end of his letter, Mr Albright 
stated: 
"It’s a tough job being director of a 


housing complex in 1977, and given our 
conditions in Sedalia, I would raise ques­ 
tions about the capabilities of either the 
complainants or the 
(federal) 
in­ 
vestigators doing a better job than we 
are doing. It appears to me that even a 
common criminal has more rights and 
gets more justice than 1 or the Authority 
have been afforded during the recent 
"investigations ” 


He also said the real purpose of his own 
letter is to make two jKiints. 
First, "I feel that Cade’s office has 
Deen guilty of discrimination against me 
because I’m white and on the basis of 
data limited to complainants whose 
knowledge of me and authority opera­ 
tions and policies is limited, to say the 
least.”

late Sunday and early Monday 


Shelton worked on the prison’s plumb­ 
ing gang and is believed responsible for 
the makeshift pipe ladder used by the 
seven inmates to crawl over the wall. His 
capture keeps intact Brushy Mountain’s 
record for allowing no succesful escape 
Ray. meanwhile, was back in custody 
but not talking Authorities laid he, 


Shelton and Hill apparently spent weeks 
planning last Friday’s break 
"As far as the escape, we (eel at this 
time that we are looking at Doug Shelton. 
James Earl Ray and Earl Hill, initially,” 
said Warden Stonney Lane. "We know 
it’s well planned because of the ladder ” 
Ray. confessed slayer of civil rights 
leader .Martin Luther King Jr.. and his 
former cellmate Hill are sharing a cell 
again in the prison's maximum security

When I put a 
paper plate w ith warm, not hot, food on it I was left with a 
white spot I have tried using wax and the mixture of 
cigarette ashes and butter but the spot remains. Any sug­ 
gestions for removing this spot will be greatly ap­ 
preciated

DEAR M A. — If your table is highly waxed there is a 
chance that removing the wax might remove the spot. It 
may not have penetrated through a heavy wax coating. I 
have removed such spots by rubbing on petroleum Jelly 
and leaving it for about 24 hours and then rubbing it off. 
Or, you might dampen a cloth with spirits of camphor, 
daub this on the spot, let dry and then polish or wax as 
usual. The last is only if the table has a varnished or 
shellac finish. — POLLY.

Hairdresser predicts beauty salon changes

The beauty salon as we have 
known it may be on the way 
out. More emphasis will be put 
on giving a woman what she 
wants, at a price she can af­ 
ford and within the time at her 
disposal. 
That prediction comes from 
Jean-Louis David of Paris. 
American salons are already 
in such an atmosphere of 
change, the well known hair­ 
dresser points out. 
“ There will be new 
possibilities in a beauty salon, 
expensive and inexpensive,” 
as he sees it. “ Like dress 
designers who offer both 
couture clothes and ready-to- 
wear; a new kind of beauty 
salon will offer to pamper at a 
price, or a woman can merely 
have a hairdo without the ex­ 
tra services — manicure, 
pedicure, whatever.” 
The quick service is already 
operating at Henri Bendel, a 
fashionable New York retail 
store, where Jean-Louis has 
opened his first American 
salon. Two of his top stylists 
will hold the fort there when 
he travels. 
“ It does not mean that only 
particular women will 
gravitate to those services,” 
he explained. “ A woman may 
want the ambience of deluxe 
service occasionally, stret- 


Hollywood ’30s. It is modern 
and different.” 
The hair frames the face in 
tremendous bulk and has a 
kind of indefinite look about it. 
It is a stunning look for a 
youthful face. 
“ It is not for every woman, 
one reason hairdressers must 
have rapport with clients. 
Each haircut should bring out 
the natural flow of hair. The 
hair is dried naturally or with 
lamps.” 
He has so much faith in his 
system that he has put it on 
videotape “ so the cassettes 
can instruct hairdressers 
around the world. 
“ It is being done on a 
pyramid system — we do a 
technique, a movie, and we

The new feeling 
of hairdressers must be T’m 
not working for me, I’m work­ 
ing for the client.’

In fact, 
some things I do, I don’t like, 
but it is important to be in 
fashion.” 
A third generationt)f a fami­ 
ly of hairdressers, Jean-Louis 
David has worked with Carita 
and Alexandre of Paris, two 
greats in the world of hair­ 
dressing. But at 26 he had his

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Mrs. Orr to abide by board's decision

(AP) — The state Board of 
Cosmetology, in the wake of a 
disputed vote for executive 
secretary last month, has 
decided to keep Carlene Orr in 
the job temporarily and delay 
a permanent appointment for 
60 days. 
Meeting behind closed doors 
Monday, the board voted 3-1 to 
rescind the hiring of Mrs. Orr 
as executive secretary and ap­ 
point her to the post for an in­ 
terim period. Durine the in­ 
terim, applications for the job 
will be taken, and Mrs. Orr 
will be among those con­ 
sidered when the board makes 
its final decision, the board 
said. 
A former board member, 
Mrs. Orr resigned from the 
board recently and was ap­ 
pointed executive secretary. 
That 
vote, 
however, 
was 
disputed because Mrs. Orr 
had voted for herself. 
Following the board action 
in May to appoint Mrs. Orr ex­ 
ecutive secretary, published 


reports showed that Sen. Nor­ 
man Merrell, D-Monticello, 
had made $1,900 worth of long 
distance telephone calls to 
Mrs. Orr’s Shelbina beauty 
shop during a 19-month period 
in 1975 and 1976. 
Merrell, who is president 
pro tern of the Senate, claims 
the 543 calls, made at tax­ 
payers’ expense, were on state 
business 
and constituent 
problems. 
Betty Crow, current presi­ 
dent of the board, was the sole 
dissenter in the vote to rescind 
the hiring and appoint Mrs. 
Orr temporarily. Mrs. Crow 
did vote in favor of a motion 
made earlier in the meeting to 
simply rescind the hiring of 
Mrs. Orr— but that motion 
failed on a 2-2 vote. 
Mrs. Crow, however, will 
not be voting when the matter 
is reconsidered later this sum­ 
mer as her term ends this 
month. She said Monday she 
does not expect to be reap­ 
pointed, and does not want to 
be reappointed. 


Contacted at her heme after 
the meeting, Mrs, Orr said she 
would abide by the board’s 
decision, and would still seek 
to be considered for the per­ 
manent job. 
“ But right now,’’ she added, 
“ we have license renewals to 
get out, and I ’m going to stay 
out there and get them out.’’ 
The cosmetology board is one 
of 16 professional licensing 
boards in the state licensing 
division. 
George 
Uffman, 
former 
director of the division of Pro­ 
fessional 
Registration 
and 
Licensing which oversees the 
board’s activities, resigned 
after Mrs, Orr got the job. Uff- 
man claimed that state Sens. 
Merrell and Mary Gant, D- 
Kansas City, had interfered 
with the board’s activities to 
get Mrs. Orr hired.
